Men Willing to Do Clean- 
up Tasks, Remove Haz- 
ards but Will Not Pro- 
duce Coal — Industry 
Facing Cut-back.

WASHINGTON, April 7— 

Most of the nation’s bitumin- 

ous coal miners refused to re- 

turn to work today, backing 

up a demand by John L. 

Lewis, president of the United 

Mine Workers of America, 

that the mines remain closed 

until they are re-inspected by 
the Bureau of Mines and cer- 
tified as safe. 

Lewis’s demand that the 
Government keep the mines 
closed was rejected by Secre- 
tary of the Interior Krug. 
However, as the six-day stop- 
page, in mourning for the411 
miners who died in the Cen- 
tralia (Tll.) disaster, ended 
last midnight miners began 
what amounted to a ‘‘safety 


strike.’’ 
In many mines, including those 
in MNiinois, union members were 


available for maintenance work. 
They were willing to work clean- 
ing up coal dust or spreading om 
dust, to reduce the danger of other 
dust explosions such as the one 
which occurred at the Centralia 
Coal Co.’s Mine No. 5. They would 
not, however, resume production of 
coal in most mines under UMW 
contract. 

There are 2531 mines in Govern- 
ment possession. Of these, 518 
previously had been ordered closed 
as unsafe, by Secretary Krug. 

“In addition, the Secretary of the 
Interior advised Governors of 15 
States that federal inspectors had 
found dangerous conditions in 162 
mines not operated under UMW 
contracts and hence not under 
Government seizure, which fol- 
lowed a UMW strike. 

Meanwhile the solid backing of 
Lewis's safety demands by 400,000

ENGLAND'S ‘RIVER OF WOE’ 
FLOWS AGAIN AFTER 9 YEARS 


Superstitions Folk Believe 
Stream’s Appearance Is Warn- 
in of Disaster. 
LONDON, April 7 (AP)—Eng- 
land’s “River of Woe,” a stream 
that appears mysteriously and 
just as mysteriously disappears, is 
flowing again for the first time 
in nine years. Superstitious folk 
believe it is a warning of disaster. 
Sometimes known as the Cater- 
ham “Woe Water” and sometimes 
simply as Croydon Bourne, the 
river last coursed through the 
Caterham valley near London in 
1938—just before a typhoid epi- 
demic claimed 43 lives in the re- 
gion. Earlier appearances were 
recorded during the great plague 
of 1665 and during the first world 

war.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., April 7 
(AP)—Russia told the Security 
Council today that President Tru- 
man’s program to help Greece 
and Turkey weakens and under- 
mines the authority of the United 
Nations and constitutes interfer- 
ence in the internal affairs of the 
two countries. 

Deputy Foreign Minister An- 
dret A. Gromyko said Truman’s 
policy ignored ‘methods of inter- 
national co-operation on ques- 
tions of the maintenance of 
peace” to which every U.N, mem- 
ber was bound. 

The Russian attack drew an 
immediate rejoinder from Sir Al- 
exander Cadogan, British dele- 
gate, who said “His Majesty's 
Government consider that the 
proposal of the United States 
Government is.in, full accord with 
the U.N. Charter.” 

Cadogan contened that Greece 
needs immediate assistange and 


it. 
Charges “By-Passing” U.N. 

Gromyko accused the United 
States of “by-passing” the world 
organization and then “informing 
it of the planned measures only 
post-factum.” 

In the first official Soviet reac- 
tion authorized from the top level 
in response to the President’s 
$400,000,000 program of unilateral 
aid, Gromyko delivered one of his 
strongest attacks on the United 
States. 

“Such action of the United 
States not only does not contribute 
to the strengthening of the Unit- 
ed Nations organization, but, on 
the contrary, it weakens this or- 
ganization and undermines its au- 
thority,” Gromyko told the packed 
council chamber. 

“Instead of strengthening inter- 
national confidence, such action 
brings about unavoidable suspi- 
cion in respect to its actual aims 
and hampers the development of

Telephone service in St.

But 
operators accepted emergency 
calls if the person making 
them could establish the 
nature of the emergency to 
the operator’s satisfaction. 
Dial calls were all completed. 

Throughout most of the na- 
tion service was heavily cur- 
tailed, with about 294,000 
phone workers on strike. 

At Jefferson City, Gov. Phil 
M, Donnelly said there was 
no action the state could take 
at this time in connection with 
the strike, except to see that 
order maintained. ‘‘I 
know of no law that will per- 
mit the state to take action,”’ 
he said. ‘‘I made some recom- 
mendations to the Legislature 
in that connection last Jan- 
uary.’’

Albert L. DiProspere, general 
strike director for all telephone 
workers in the five-state area, had 
been on duty since noon yester- 
day. By 10 o'clock last night a 
teletype message had been re- 
ceived from negotiators in Wash- 
ington, which said: “Company 
turned down arbitration. Strike 
inevitable.” 

About 65 per cent of the strikers 
in the St. Louis area are 
women, Di Prospere said. He 
reported that picket lines were 
manned as planned and that pro- 
cedure was orderly. He said there 
had been no reports of “massed 
or concerted” breaking of the 
picket lines. 

Di Prospere said the telephone 
workers were well pleased with 
the co-operation of two other or- 
ganized labor groups, both AFL 
and CIO.

Phone Company Offers 
to Broaden Arbitration 
Proposal on Wage 
Rise Demand.

KRUG ASKS STATES 
TO END HAZARDS 
IN 162 MINES 


Calls on 15 Governors to 
Correct Conditions in 
Pits Not Under United 
States Control.

WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Interior Krug 
called on the Governors of 15 
states yesterday to “correct dan- 
gerous conditions” in 162 soft-coal 
mines which are out of the Goy- 
ernment’s reach. 

Referring to his own action in 
closing 518 of the 2531 mines op- 
erating under Government seizure, 
Krug wrote that he had taken 
steps, where he had the authority, 
“to correct outstanding dangerous 
conditions.” The workings are to 
remain closed until certified safe. 

Krug told the Governors that 
the Centralia (Ill.) disaster, with 
its 111 dead, ‘emphasizes the haz- 
ards of coal mining and the need 
of greater efforts to prevent mine 
accidents.” 

The Government, he pointed out, 
has no authority to direct correc- 
tion of unsafe conditions in mines 
not under federal management. 
He offered the Governors any as- 
sistance nis department can give, 


however. 

Appended to the letter was the 
list of 162 mines, by states, and 
explosion hazards in them report- 
ed by Bureau of Mines inspectors. 

The list showed 77 mines in 
Illinois, 19 in Ohio, 16 in Pennsyl- 
vania, 16 in West Virginia, eight 
in Kentucky, six in Indiana, four 
in Alabama, four in Oklahoma, 
three in Virginia, two each in 
Colorado, Tennessee and Montana, 
and one each in Utah, Washing- 
ton and Wyoming. 

In general, the mines are non- 
union workings or are manned by 
members of the Progressive 
Miners’ Union and were not af- 
fected by last year’s United Mine 
Workers’ strike. Only struck prop- 
erties were seized by the Govern- 
ment. 


In Springfield, I1l,, a spokesman 
for Gov. Dwight H. Green said 
the Krug letter had not been re- 
ceived by the Governor. However, 
he pointed out that Gov. Green on 
March 29 had ordered closing of 
any mines in the state not cleared 
by a new inspection. 

The Governor’s March 29 order 
directing “a resurvey of all of the 
coal mines in Illinois to determine 
if any of them are violating safe- 
ty regulations” was addressed to 
Robert M. Medill, then state di- 
rector of mines. After Medill re- 
signed the post, the directive was 
repeated to Harold L. Walker, Me- 
dill’s successor. 

The spokesman said no report 
had been made to the Governor 
as yet as to action taken under 
the directive. 


TAFT LABOR REFORM BILL 
PRESENTED TO COMMITTEE 


‘Proposal Would Bar Closed Shop But Permit 


Industrywide Bargaining and |

WASHINGTON, April 7 (UP)~— 
Chairman Robert A. Taft (Rep.) 
Ohio, presented to his Senate 
Labor Committee today a sweep- 
ing labor reform bill which would 
outlaw the closed shop, but per- 
mit industry-wide bargaining, 
Taft said the bill would “restore 
justice in relations between em- 
ployers and employes.” The pro- 
posed bill was the product of a 
month's work by various commit- 
tee members. 


Although outlawing the closed 
shop, it would permit the milder 
form of union shop. Although al- 
lowing industry-wide bargaining, it 
would prohibit national unions 
from “coercing” their locals. 

Taft said the proposal was a 
tentative one and had not been 
submitted to a committee vote. 
He said he personally favored its 
provisions with some exceptions. 
He would not predict whether a 
majority of the committee would 
support it in its present form, 
Meanwhile, top congressional 
leaders indicated there was little 
Chance Congress. would jam 
through quick labor legislation as 
a result of the coal and telephone 
strikes. Taft said there was no 
disposition to draft hurry-up legis- 
lation to deal specifically with the 
two walkouts, 

“National Emergency” Section. 

The bill presented to committee 

today, however, contained a “na- 
tional emergency” section which 
would allow the Government to 
obtain injunctions, with certain re- 
strictions, in critical strikes such 
as the telephone walkout. 
Taft reported that the telephone 
strike had been discussed in con- 
nection with some minor changes 
made today in the emergency sec- 
tion, He told reporters he hoped 
to bring the bill to the Senate 
floor about the middle of next 
week. 

‘Taft said the main purpose of 
the bill was to restore justice in 
labor-management relations. He 
added that a secondary purpose 
was “to give unions a degree of 
responsibility equal to the power 
which they have acquired and to 
prohibit irresponsible and unfair 
labor practices on the part of 
unions, including secondary boy- 
cotts, jurisdictional strikes and 
strikes in violation of contracts.” 

Not a Punitive Bill. 
“Through the restoration of jus- 
tice and responsibility, and the 
improvement of federal mediation 


procedure,” he said, “it is hoped 
to bring about a far greater de- 
gree of labor peace. The bill is 
not a punitive one.” 

Outlining the union  responsi- 
bility provisions, Taft said a union 
shop was not prohibited. That 
means an employer would be free 
to hire any qualified employe, but 
the employe might be required 
to join the union within a speci- 
fied period after being hired. 
Under a closed shop contract only 
@ union member could be hired. 

“If any employe is willing to 
pay dues,” Taft explained, “no em- 
ployer can dismiss him simply be- 
Cause the union refuses to admit 
him or expels him from the 
union,” 


Another provision would pro-| 
hibit a union shop unless two-| 
thirds of the members voting in | 
a National Labor Relations Board 
election voted for it. The two-| 
thirds would have to include half | 
of all the employes in the bar- 
gaining unit. 

On industry-wide bargaining, 
the bill would require the NLRB 
to limit the size of bargaining 
units to the employes of a single 
employer or of the employes af a 
group of firms in a single metro- 
politan district. Those local units 
could co-operate with the national 
union in bargaining but the na- 
tional union could not “coerce” 
the local to accept a particular 
agreement and the contract would 
be signed by the local and the em- 
ployer, 

Use of Injunctions. 
. The bill’s national emergency 
section would allow the Depart- 
ment of Justice to seek an injunc- 
tion against a strike, affecting 
substantially an entire industry, if 
the stoppage would “imperil the 
national health or safety.” The 
injunction would remain in force 
for 60 days while mediation ef- 
forts continued. When it expired,

The recommendations came 
from a House expenditures sub- 
committee inquiring into the en- 


forcement of present laws de- 
Signed to bar racketeering in the 
movement of interstate commerce. 

An intermediate report called 
attention chiefly to the affairs of 
Local 929, AFL International 
Teamsters Union, Philadelphia. 
But it said economic liberty itself 
is threatened by a lack of legal 
safeguards against corrupt labor 
practices. 

Tracing the operations of the 
Philadelphia union since its es- 
tablishmenttin 1941, the subcom- 
mittee declared that “the record | 
of the investigation... is replete 
in 


as any heretofore shamefully re- 
corded.” 
Cloak to Shield Extortion. 

“That such lawlessness mas- 
queraded under the guise of union 
activity.” said the report, “only 
serves to illustrate the ease with 
which, in the present state of fed- 
eral laws, persons of evil intent 
may falsely pose as the benefac- 
tors, protectors and exponents of 
the cause of labor, while simul- 
taneously using labor’s banner as 
a cloak to shield their own ’ex- 
tortionate objectives.” 

The 37-page printed report said 
“the record convincingly estab- 
lished that dues-paying members 
of the local itself were merciless- 
ly victimized by arbitrary and op- 
pressive fines peremptorily levied 
without charges, hearing, or trial 
and by the filching of the income 
and the funds of the local’s 
treasury.” 

The subcommittee named Harry 
(Turk) Daniels and Abe Goldberg 
—alternately president and secre- 
tary-treasurer of the local—as the 
leaders of a union “hierarchy” 
which it said dominated the lo- 
cal’s affairs and those of Philadel- 
phia’s Dock Street Market with 
the threat of compliance “or else.” 
Some 5000 carloads of produce and 
fruit normally move through the 
market area monthly. 

The report said the union had 
forced ali persons regularly em- 
ployed in the loading, unloading, 
sorting, grading, packing or sell- 
ing of produce in Philadelphia— 
including employer merchants—to 
become dues-paying members, sub- 
ject to fines, assessments, and the 
rulings of a “kangaroo court” 
from which they have no appeal. 

“Not so much as an ear of corn 
or a single head of cabbage com- 
ing into this domain could be 
moved one inch except in the 
manner prescribed by\ the hier- 
archy without incurring their dis- 
pleasure and 
quences of significant effect,” the 
subcommittee said, 

What “Or Else” Meant. 

Tt asserted that Goldberg and 
Daniels issued their “orders” with 
a “significant ‘or else.’” It gave 
its interpretation of what that 
meant in these words: 

“When directed to a huckster, 
‘or else’ meant anything from a 
vicious street beating and maul- 
ing ... to the upsetting of his 
cart, the loss of his produce and 
the denial of his right thereafter 
to make purchases in the market. 

“When directed to a merchant, 
‘or else’ meant his business would 
be closed down... .” 

In addition to Goldberg and 
Daniels, the report named the 
“hierarchy” as including Anthony 
Grisillo, recording secretary, and 
Louis “Brody, Albert Di Giovanni 
and Reece McCullough, trustees. 

The report said at one point: 

“It is absurd to contend that 
by the process of issuing them a 
charter, the AFL licensed these 
persons to steal and defraud. Yet 
the evidence is clear that is .pre- 
cisely what transpired here.” 

It said the subcommittee had | 
found “startling revelations” to 
“warrant the conclusion that the 
local’s funds had been filched and 
its treasury systematically raided 
at the will and fancy of those to 
whom it was entrusted.” 

Levy on Farmers. 

A farmer attempting to bring | 
his own prodice to market had to 
pay a union initiation fee of $25 | 
and dues of $4 a month, the report 
said. 

While some farmers were duly 
enrolled, the committee said that 
in most cases the formalities were 
dispensed with. 

“Evidence convincingly estab- 
lished that many payments of $29 
were demanded and paid to the 
local without . - legitimate mem- 
bership in the union ‘being con- 
ferred upon anyone,” the report 
added. 

In Philadelphia, Attorney 
ward Davis, counsel for the union, 
told reporters there would be no) 
comment “until we have a chance | 
to study the report.” 

Representative Hoffman (Rep.), 
Michigan, chairman of the  sub- 
committee which drafted the unan- 
imous report, contended in a sup- 
piementa! finding that the Admin- 
istration in general and the Jus- 
tice Department in particular have 
failed to enforce existing laws. 

The most recent of these was 
added to the statute books last 
year when a law originally passed 
to deal with gangster tactics was 
amended to apply specifically to 
yaher unions. The act makes it an

A test flight for a possible fu- 
ture air taxi service between 
downtown St. Louis and Lambert-

dock. John F. Victory of Wash- 
ington, executive secretary of the 
National Advisory Committ for 
Aeronautics, and George B.‘ Lo- 
gan, president of the Aviation 
Council of Metropolitan St. Louis, 
were the first passengers. Cectfl 
Petty, manager of the flying serv- 
ice, was pilot. 

Two Republic Seabegs were used 
in the test. The Seabee, a re- 
cently developed ship, carries 
three passengers and pilot.

It has 
a pusher propellor and is revers- 
ible on the ground and in the 
water. 

It is planned to use the two 
planes as a further experiment in 
a Lambert-riverfront shuttle serv- 
ice during the St. Louis Air Fair, 
May 918. Cost and traffic data 
are being collected to determine 
the feasibility of a regular service 
for revenue passengers between 
the airport and downtown St. 
Louis.

Republic Steel shut down a blast 
furnace at Birmingham, Ala., be- 
cause of the coal shortage.

“memorial” work stoppage. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad to- 
day furloughed 1500 train crew- 
men on its Pittsburgh division and 
said additional furloughs were ex- 
pected. The division’s movement 
of coal cars dropped from 26,000 
a week to an anticipated 4000. 
Coal production in the Pittsburgh 
area was reported to be less than 
20 per cent of normal. 

Government officials today were 
studying the Krug-Lewis agree- 
ment and the terms of the con- 
tempt of court convictions against 
Lewis and the UMW for striking 
late last year, In an effort to de- 
termine their future course of ac- 
tion. Because Lewis called off a 
strike set for April 1, the $3,500,000 
fine against the union was reduced 
to $700,000. 

The present stoppage in effect 
achieves the same end that Lewis 
was forced to abandon by court 
action. Whether further court ac- 
tion was indicated was in doubt 
today. 

The Solid Fuels Administration 
estimated that there were 50,000,- 
000 tons of coal in consumers’ 
stockpiles as of March 1, and that 
production had reached 12,150,000 
tons a week before the “memorial” 
stoppage April 1. This stock pile 
was sufficient to carry most in- 
dustries over the six-day period, 
but it was estimated that a con- 
tinued stoppage soon would begin 
to cripple other industries, as well 
as steel, the great coal consumer. 

Although faced with this serious 
blow to industry on the one hand, 
the Government was faced with 
the possibility, on the other, that 
any forced reopening of mines, 
even if possible, might be followed 
by a new mine disaster. Mine 
deaths average about three per 
working day, “normally.” 

As Government officials strug- 
gled with this dilemma, the mine 
work stoppage over the nation ap- 
peared to be fairly complete, al- 
though following no set pattern. 

Illinois—About 17,000 of 20,000 
UMW members were idle today. 
Only maintenance crews report- 
ed for work. Hugh White, state 
union president, said other work- 
ers would be provided for safe- 
ty work.

Workers continued in the 
however, and the Coal Mines Ad- 
ministration -announced. that an 
operators’ and employes’ safety 
committee had approved one UMW 
mine previously closed by Krug’s 
order. That mine was the Spring 
Valley Coal Co. Mine No. 3 at 
Spring Valley. 

Some slope and strip mines 
were reported to be working in 
Illinois. Officials of the Peabody 
Co. Majestic mine near Du Quoin 
said this mine had been approved 
by a labor-management safety 
committee, but 550 union workers 
still refused to work. At Spring- 
field, the office of Gov. Dwight 
H. Green said the Governor had 
not yet received Krug’s report on 
non-UMW mines found unsafe by 
federal ‘inspectors. 

West Virginta—Most of the 
state’s 100,000 members of the 
United Mine Workers remained 
out of the pits on instructions 
of district union leaders. Only 
a few mines in scattered north- 
ern West Virginia fields were 
returning to production. Mine 
safety committees were  in- 
structed to refrain from sign- 
ing any inspection report stat- 
ing that a mine was safe. 3 

Kentucky—Sam Caddy, UMW 
leader, said the shutdown in 
Kentucky was virtually com- 
plete, with about 50,060 miners 
idle. Only seven mines out of 
the state’s total of 620 were 
working, by an early check, and 
most of these were the smaller 
mines. 


Pennsylvania—Richard Maize, 
state Secretary of Mines, or- 
dered the 158 Pennsylvania 
mines listed by Krug as “haz- 
ardous” to remain closed until , 
rechecked by state inspectors. 
Only one pit in western Penn- 
sylvania was reported operating. 
About 100,000 miners were idle. 


* Situation in Other States. 


Eastern Ohio mines were closed 
and 16,000 men were idle. About 
half of Alabama’s 20,000 miners re- 
fused to return to work. Most 
mines were closed in New Mexico, 
where 800 men were idle. 


In Virginia, 5000 miners were 
idle. Indiana mines were closed. 
About 3500 of the 4000 soft coal 
miners employed in Utah's 29 
mines, however, returned to the 
pits today, leaving only about 500 
men idle in that state. 


Four deep shafts in the Pitts- 
burg (Kan.) minefields were idle, 
today, but strip mines were in 
full operation. The closed mines 
were on Krug’s list of unsafe 
mines. 


Three thousand United Mine 
Workers members returned to 
work today in the Rock Springs 
(Wyo.) coal district—with the 
blessing of Lewis.

And Memories as Inquiries Close

CENTRALIA, Ill, April 7—The 
State Legislators, the United 
States Senators, the federal mine 
inspectors and all other investigat- 
ing officials were gone today and 
Centralia, scene of the disastrous 
mine explosion of March 25, was 
struggling back to normal. 
After the saddest Easter in the 
history of this city, the 98 widows 
and 78 dependent childreri and 
other survivors set out today to 
rebuild their shattered lives, Chil- 
dren returned to school, and moth- 
ers called at the office of the Cen- 
tralia Coal Co. Mine No. 5 to pick 
up the paycheck, The fatal explo- 
sién, which took 111 lives, occurred 
two days before the semi-monthly 
payday at the mine. 
Centralia had its display of Eas- 
ter finery yesterday, but the an- 
nual egg hunts and other festive 
events were canceled. There was 
a sprinkling of black which pro- 
vided a somber contrast to the 
gay colors in the Easter parade, 
Many mourning families attended 
church services, but some were too 
grief-stricken to leave their homes. 
At the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, a memorial bulletin cap- 
tioned, “At Rest,” was distributed 
to the congregation. It outlined 
the lives o* three members, John 
Busse, William Mentler and 
Daniel Saunders, who died in the 
blast-torn mine. 
The widow of Henry Knicker 
and her four children went to 
Sunday school and prayer serv- 
ices at St. Peter’s Evangelical 
Church “because he would have 
wanted us to go.” 

“Long, Lonesome Day.” 
Mrs, Louis Piazzi, who lost both 
her husband and her son, Julius, 
in the disaster stayed home all 
day. “The three girls had their 
Easter outfits all right, but none 
of us felt like going out,” she ex- 
plained. “It wasn’t Easter to us. 
It was just a long and very lone- 
some day. 
Mrs, Edith Carter, widow of Ar- 
thur H. Carter, track-layer at the 
mine, attended services at St. 
Mary’s Church, although she is 
not a Catholic. “Art was planning 
to return to the Catholic Church 
on Easter Sunday, and I felt I 


should go to the services there, 
since he couldn't,” she explained. 
“Our landlady, Mrs. H. R. Huddle- 
ston, who lives next door, lit 
candles for him and offered the 
prayer for repose of his soul.” 

Memorial services for the Cen- 
tralia dead will be conducted by 
miners in Colorado, it was an- 
nounced at St. Mary’s yesterday. 

$40,000 in Relief Fund. 

A wave of contributions, started 
by a donation from St. Louis, has 
piled up $40,000 for needy sur- 
vivors of the men killed in the 
mine disaster, A committee of 
miners, bankers*and civic leaders 
met today to make plans for dis- 
tribution of the still growing fund. 

It was decided to spend the 
money to meet emergency and 
immediate needs, although some 
exceptions will be made through 
provisions for unborn children of 
the miners. Allocations will vary 
with needs of surviving families 
or individuals. 

Financial help to defray funeral 
expenses of some of the 111 vic- 
tims will be extended. 

The relief fund resulted from a 
spontaneous movement set off by 
the action of the Hyde Park Brew- 
ing Co., which sent $2500 to Mayor 
O. W. Wright to aid survivors in 
need. “This started the whole 
thing, and in no time at all con- 
tributions began to pour in from 
all parts of the country,” reported 
C. R. Bird, Centralia Finance 
Commissioner. 

Donations have ranged from $1 
sent in by a group of school chil- 
dren to $5000 contributed by An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc., of St. Louis. 
Griesedieck Bros. Brewery Co., 
gave $3000 and Falstaff Brewing 
Corp., $2500. Many donations have 
come from individual St. Louisans. 
Workers in other mines likewise 
have chipped in.

It was Joseph A. Beirne, presi- 
dent of the NFTW, who an- 
nounced at 5:55 a.m. that the 
strike was on, 

A last-minute appeal by Secre- 
tary of Labor Schwellenbach, who 
had pleadéd at 5:45 a.m. for a 48- 
hour postponement of the strike, 
was left unanswered by the policy 
committeé, summoned from bed 
to hear Schwellenbach’s request. 

Beirne made no comment on 
the request for the 48 hours more 
in which to gain a possible com- 
promise in the dispute. 

He said merely that “we ‘re- 
cessed the policy committee until 
2 p.m. this afternoon. At that 
time we can take up any matters 
that are before us.” 


Schwellenbach appeared before 
the sleepy-eyed members of the 
union’s policy committee and said 
he spoke not only as Secretary of 
Labor. but “as a proven friend of 
your organization.” 

Promises No New Concessions. 

He said he could not promise 
new concessions from the Bell 
System, but told the committee 
that “there has been considerable 
progress made today.” 

This progress, he said, came not 
only “with reference to one of 
the companies here, but in the at- 
titude of representatives of the 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co.” 

“As a result of this change it 
seems that we had enough assur- 
ances during the night that I 
should call you and ask whether 
or not we could get a postpone- 
ment for perhaps 48 hours to give 
us further time. It will be ex- 
tremely difficult, however, if the 
strike proceeds at 6 o’clock” 

Schwellenbach said, without dis- 
closing details, that he had made 
a similar appeal to a union last 
fall and it was turned down. 

“Thirty days later they ended 
up with about half of what I could 
have gotten them,” he said. 

“I think I can be of more as- 
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sistance in working this thing out 
if you give us 48 hours more.” 
Soberly, and showing’ great 
strain, Schwellenbach asked the 
assembled men and women to 
“seriously consider” his request. 
Beirne, who had _ introduced 
Schwellenbach and asked the com- 
mittee members to give him close 
attention, made the brief conclud- 
ing remarks about the 2 p.m. 
meeting without a word from any 
member of the committee. When 
Beirne had finished, the members 
filed out and the strike was on.

8. Leaves of absence for un- 
ion officers pursuing grievances, 
etc, 

9. Improved vacations up to 
four weeks for 20 years’ serv- 
ice. 

10. Pensions — $100 monthly 
minimum, 

In addition to those national 
demands, the local unions have 
their own, 

The AT. &T., refusing to bar- 
gain nationally, has left the nego- 
tiations to its operating compa- 
nies. All of these have offered 
arbitration limited to the wage 
demand but so far as has been 
reported have made no actual 
cash offers, and have insisted that 
comparable pay for comparable 
work in each community be taken 
into account. There were no re- 
ported counter-offers on other 
major demands. 

Henry Mayer, an attorney In 
New York representing 15 unions, 
expressed belief that the Govern- 
ment would have to make “full 
payment” for any companies 
seized.

ACCUSED NAZI HANGS 
SELF AT NUERNBERG 


Food Minister Under Hitler 
Directed Seizure of Sup- 
plies in Occupied Lands. 


FRANKFURT, Germany, April 
7 (AP)—Herbert Backe, Reich- 
minister of food and agriculture 
in the last war years, hanged him- 
self yesterday in. Nuernberg jail, 
where Hermann Goering and 
three other Nazi leaders previous- 


confiscating

ly committed suicide. 
Army headquarters here. said 


Mi Backe took his life by tying two 


handkerchiefs into a noose, which 
he fastered to a pipe in his cell. 
He was awarting trial on war 
‘crimes charges. 

Backe became acting food min- 
ister of Germany in 1942, and was 
appointed minister by Adolf Hit- 
ler in: April 1944. He ordered Ger- 
mans to eat potatoes with the 
skins on, and one-of his jobs was 
trying to convince his countrymen 
that ersatz chocolate and coffee 
were as good as the real thing. 

Backe also was responsible for 
food in occupied 
countries, and shipping it to Ger- 


'many. Among the chrges pend- 


ing against him was that he em- 
ployed slave laborers to work 
state farms. 

He was born in Batumi, Rus- 
sia, 50 years ago, and had been 
designated by Hitler as the Nazis’ 
Russian food minister, before Ger- 
man armies were driven out of 
the Soviet Union. 

Backe was imprisoned in Nuern- 
berg last October, and faced trial 
along with other German ministry 
officials. 

Goering committed suicide at 
the jail by swallowing poison just 
before he was to be hanged. 
Others who took their lives were 
Karl Westphal, former official of 
the ministry of justice; Robert 
Ley, labor boss, and Dr. Leonardo 
Conti, head of medical experi- 
ments on concentration camp in- 
| mates,

sian Problem.” 

Maybe, on the other hand, it 
just knew when it was smart to 
climb on the bandwagon. § (It 
seems the Soviet authorities con- 
sider the play so important that 
they will show it at 500 theaters 
throughout the U.S.S.R., an un- 
precedented privilege for any 
Soviet production.) 

At any’ rate, the recent per- 
formance at the Lénin Komso- 
mol Theater here got a great big 
hand—from its Soviet audience, if 
not from this reviewer. 

The mildest comment that I can 
make, personally, is that the Sim- 
onov work, obviously inspired by 
the critical attitude of the Amer- 
ican press and Government to- 
ward the Soviet Government, is 
that it is tedious and dull. 

Shows Americans Misguided. 

It appears that the Soviets are 
now drawing on the powerful 
magic of the theater to educate 
their citizens to the line that the 
capitaligt American press does not 
represent the American people. 
Soviet citizens are being taught 
that Americans on the whole are 
nice people who, however, are 
poor, misguided victims of their 
“lying and reactionary” press,

call Simonov a “gangster of the 
pen.”

The most recent figures, com- 
piled’ by the International Labor 
Office just before the war, show 
the risk to American coal miners 
is greater than in any of the other 
major coal producing countries. 
United States Government officials 
admit that the same ratios un- 
doubtedly exist today. 

The United States, in the last 
year in which comparative data 
is available, 1935, led five other 
leading coal producing countries 
in fatal accidents in coal mines. 
The other countries are Belgium, 
France, Great Britain, Poland 
and Germany. Figures for the 
Soviet Union are unavailable. Two 
other less important producing 
countries — Canada and Japan — 
were the only ones with higher 
- death rates than the United States. 

Comparative Death Rates, 

Here are the comparative death 
rates of the six major coal coun- 
tries, per 1000 year-long shifts by 
the miners: United States, 4.24; 
Beigium, 1.92; France, 1.27; Great 


Britain, 1.49; Poland, 3.03; Ger- 
many, 1.82. 
In non-fatal accidents, the 


United States shows up a little 
better. France has the worst rec- 
ord in this category, with the 
United States next in line. No 
figures are available for Belgium. 
Here are the non-fatal accident 
rates: United States, 318.9; France, 
560.2; Great Britain, 237.2; Poland, 
249.7; Germany, 187.1. 

The death rate in coal mining in 
the United States is about seven 
times as high as for American in- 
dustry generally. Only Poland ex- 
ceeds this proportion with a ratio 
of 10 to one. Great Britain’s rate 
is two-and-a-half times as great as 
in the rest of British industry, 
while the German rate is three 
times greater. No figures exist for 
Belgium and France. 

All in all, Great Britain’ s safety 
record is outstanding. Great Brit- 
ain is the anly country employ- 
ing more workers in coal mining 
than the United States. 

Backward in Enforcement. 

Accident and death rates bear 
witness that coal mining is dan- 
gerous work anywhere in the 
world. Why is the record of the 
United States in this field so not- 
ably bad? The logical reason 
would seem to be in the type and 
extent of safety regulations, plus 
the amount of power delegated to 
enforce them. A study of our sys- 
tem of safety regulations com- 
pared to those in other countries 
indicates that we are backward 
not so much in the regulations as 
in the enforcement of them, 

Ever since the Federal Bureau 
of Mines was established in 1910, 
the Government has had a hand 
in mine safety, but it has been a 
restricted hand because of states’ 
rights. The Federal Government 
has a safety code for the coal 
mines and a system of inspections, 
but it has virtually no enforce- 
ment power to back it up. The 
Government can only make recom- 
mendations; it is up to the states 
to enforce safety regulations. 

Unfortunately, state enforce 
ment has shown itself vulnerable 
to political pressure and ineffi- 
ciency. The Centralia mine is a 
good example of this. There were 
more broken regulations at No. 5 
mine than there were those which 
had been complied with. The State

Prewar Germany had regulations 
which provided that “in the event 
of offenses, mine authorities are 
empowered to close the mine.” 

Great Britain has been steadily 
adding to its safety control mea- 
sures since 1911. Today “where 
the divisional inspector, or a ma- 
jority of the workmen employed 
in any mine is of opinion that the 
general . regulations applying to 
the mine ought to be supplement- 
ed” the demands are braught to 
the attention of the Secretary of 
State for approval. 

Russian Regulations. 

In the Soviet Union much of the 
authority for enforcement of safe- 
ty regulations is vested in the in- 
dividual worker. No workman is 
allowed in the mines unless he 
passes a medical examination for 
fitness. Inspectors for each mine 
are required to close all under- 
ground workings where danger 
threatens. Russia is the only

De Gaulle told a large crowd 
massed in front of the city hall 
that he believed the new constitu- 
tion should be revised to provide 
for a strong executive. 

At one point in his address, 
De Gaulle declared: 

“America and Russia are auto- 
matically rivals, though one has 
the right to hope they will not 
become enemies.” 

France, he said, is placed be- 
tween these two great powers and 
“the maintenance of our inde- 
pendence becomes for us the burn- 
ing and capital problem.” He as- 
serted that one solution was for 
France to take the lead in setting 
up a bloc of western European na- 
tions in order to have “an ele- 
ment of equilibrium at the side of 
the two masses.”

Polish regulations established in 
1930 set up district mining offices 
with full power to enforce safety 
regulations if mining operators re- 
fuse to comply. Orders of mine 
closures can be appealed by man- 
agement, but the order stays in 
effect during the appeal. Regula- 
tions provide for constant inspec- 
tion. 

Our state safety regulations — 
notably those of Pennsylvania, 
Illinois and New Mexico—are con- 
sidered to be as good if not bet- 
ter than those in effect in Eu- 
rope. Evident laxness of state 
enforcement has resulted in our 
unfavorable rate of deaths and 
accidents in coal mines. 

When the Federal Government 
took over the mines from the coal 
operators in 1946, agreement was 
reached with the United Mine 
Workers that federal safety codes 
would be established. This would 
have been an opening wedge to 
eventual federal enforcement. 
Progress in establishing these 
codes has not been rapid, how- 
ever, probably because of the un- 
certainty about the mines being 
returned to the operators. 

The present congressional in- 
vestigation of the Centralia mine 
tragedy may result in more strin- 
gent federal legislation. with en- 
forcement powers, but it is ex- 
pected that the old bugaboo of 
states’ rights will be raised to 
block such a move.

Depression, 


You cannot mention, even sotto 
or with qualifications, the 
prospect of a business recession 
without giving some people the 
quivers, They still remember the 
dark, jobless days of 1930-33. To 
them, any suggestion of a busi- 
ness drop implies a repeat per- 
formance, a return to the days of 
desperation and deflation. Their 
minds snap back at once to the 
53 per cent drop in production 
from 1929-33, or the 33 per cent 
drop in 1937-38, or the drop of 
the same magnitude in 1920-21 aft- 
er the last war. Yet nothing so 
severe is probable, 


Wanted: Dollars. 


There’s just too much basic de- 
mand—both at home and abroad. 
The poverty of Greece makes 
daily headlines because of the po- 
litical crisis there. But Great 
Britain, France, Russia, South 
American countries, China and al- 
most every other country you can 
think of would be only too pleased 
to help prevent a recession here 
by buying American goods. 
There’s only one difficulty: dol- 
lars. We’re still selling more goods 
abroad than we’re buying. And 
if we want to ship, we have to 
lend, or make gifts. Witness the 
proposed advance to Greece and 
the three and one-half billion dol- 
lars credit to Great Britain. 


At home, too, there’s high de- 
mand but a momentary short- 
age of dollars, which shows up 
at retail. The pay envelope 
doesn’t stretch like it used to. 
Admittedly, most consumers are 
better off than in 1939. “Real 
income” of wage and _ salary 
workers is up 13 per cent.

Questions From a Realtor 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As a realtor and a property owner, I 
confess I am confused by your contin- 
ued allegations regarding a sinister un- 
seen real estate lobby whose prodigious 
effort has defeated the proposed slum 
clearance legislation. I maintain an of- 
fice on Chestnut street (horrors! that 
center of greedy, sinister machinations). 
I belong to the St. Louis Real Estate 
Board, and, I confess, am actively in 
some of its committees, but strangely 
enough I have never directly been ap- 
proached or consulted on this sinister 
lobby the St. Louis newspapers are pub- 
licizing. My friends who are not in the 
real estate business are taking your 
words as gospel truth. Where are all 
these sinister greedy people? I don’t 
know them. 

Might I also pbint out these pertinent 
facts? 1. Most real estate firms belong- 
ing to the St. Louis Real Estate Board, 
unlike our own firm, do not own proper- 
ty and have no special ax to grind re- 
garding slum clearance. Individuals in 
these companies have a right to their 
personal opinions, and, like myself, 
might be opposed to special legislation 
for subsidizing a special group at a cost 
to other taxpayers. 

2. Is it commonly understood that, 
even eliminating property taxes, it is 
economically impossible for anybody to 
build at prevailing costs (and my studied 
opinion is that these costs are here to 
stay) and give low cost housing to these 
masses? In fact, I might submit that 
they cannot even compete with existing 
apartment buildings now renting at OPA 
depression rentals. 

8. When you cite the amount of taxes 
dependent on earnings which are now 
paid by existing low-cost housing in St. 
Louis, no one seems to realize that these 
units were constructed prior to the war 
at phenomenally low construction costs, 
and I question whether any new slum 
clearance units could pay any taxes. 

4. Where would you house all those 
people who were unfortunate enough to 
be living in these slum clearance areas 
in the face of the present housing short- 
age? 

Isn't it entirely possible that this en- 
tire situation has been somewhat mis- 
represented and unfairly put? .

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have just completed Alexis De Tocque- 
ville’s “Democracy in America,” first 
published in 1835. The final paragraphs 
strike me as being so timely as to give 
the impression of being written today. 
Z quote the final page 

“There are, at the oe time, two 
great nations in the world, which seem 
to tend towards the same end, although 
they started from different points; I al- 
lude to the Russians and the Americans, 
Both of them have grown up unnoticed; 
and whilst the attention of mankind was 
directed elsewhere, they have suddenly 
assumed a most prominent place amongst 
the nations; and the world learned their 
existence and their greatness at almost 
the same time. 

“All other nations seem to have nearly 
reached their natural limits, and only to 
be charged with the maintenance of their 
power: but these are still in the act of 
growth: all the others are stopped, or 
continue to advance with extreme diffi- 
culty; these are proceeding with ease 
and with celerity along a path to which 
the human eye can assign no term. The 
American struggles against the natural 
obstacles which oppose him; the adver- 
saries of the Russians are men: the for- 
mer combats the wilderness and savage 
life; the latter, civilization with all its 
weapons and its arts: the conquests of 
the one are therefore gained by the 
plough-share; those of the other, by the 
sword. The erican relies upon 
personal interest to accomplish his ends, 
and gives free scope to the unguided ex- 
ertions and commonsense of the citizehs; 
the Russian centers all the authority of 
society in a single arm: the principal in- 
strument of the former is freedom; of 
the latter, servitude. Their starting- 
point is different, and their courses are 
not the same; yet each of them seems 
to be marked out by the will of Heaven 
to sway the destinies of half the globe.”

When Strikes Are Anarchy 


The nation is in the grip of a telephone strike 
today, after an all-night effort by Secretary 
Schwellenbach at last-minute settlement failed. 
For weeks Mr. Schwellenbach and United States 
Conciliation Service officials have uSed their 
powers of persuasion, but the parties to the dis- 
pute could not be induced to come to terms. 

At the same time, the nation is faced with a 
continuation of last week’s walkout of bituminous 
coal miners, Suspension of work last week was 
called as a period of mourning for the Centralia 
disaster. The continuation is called a safety 
e, following Secretary Krug’s refusal of 
John L. Lewis’s request-to close all mines un- 
der Government supervision except two. 

* * * 

While it may be granted that special circum- 
stances surround the coal mine situation, the fact 
is that, in two vitally essential fields of activity, 


the nation is crippled. Because of the mechan- 


ical fact of the dial system, the telephone tieup 
is not complete. But the dial system needs main- 
tenance and, if the strike is proionged, the walk- 
out will assume the most serious consequences. 

If Congress needed a practical laboratory test 
of the need for new tools to control] nation-wide 
labor disputes, here it is. Of course, such tests 
are not needed. They were run off last year in 
the coal, rail and other strikes. What the public 
thinks of such tieups was also registered in the 
November election, when the Republicans gained 
control of both branches of Congress. 

In the intervening months, extensive hearings 
have been held in both House and Senate, but 
no legislation has emerged. Last week, in a be- 
lated attempt to stop the telephone strike, Rep- 
resentative Hartley introduced a measure to give 


» the Government injunctive power. Hartley’s meas- 


ure is still pending. 
* * * 

We do not attempt to pass judgment on the 
merits of the telephone strike. In a very real 
sense, the merits of the unions’ demands and 
the position of the Bell companies are beside the 
point. The point is that 140,000,000 people are 
being victimized by a dispute between labor and 
management, and find themselves today in a 
state of helplessness and frustration. 

A vast network of telephone wires spreads all 
over the country and it is in control of a single 
corporation—the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co, In the old days, when there was a 
multiplicity of telephone companies, a work stop- 
page in one community or one region, however 
inconvenient, did not plunge the nation into a 
desperate crisis. The growth of corporations and 
the accompanying growth of labor unions on a 
country-wide scale have presented the United 
States with a corollary problem. This problem 
is legal machinery to prevent labor disputes from 
crippling a highly interdependent economy. 

This means flatly that the right to strike in 
certain essential industries has got to be curbed. 
The right to strike is not absolute. It is not 
guaranteed in the Constitution, but has been es- 
tablished in a line of judicial decisions. Even 
the right of free speech, which is guaranteed in 
the Constitution, is subject to limitation. As Jus- 
tice Holmes, one of its greatest guardians, said: 


» It does not include the right to yell “Fire!” ina

The courts have often said that the right to 
strike may be restricted, even prohibited, in cer- 
tain industries to protect the public. In the fa- 
mous 1917 Adamson Act railroad decision, for 
instance, the Supreme Court said: 

Whatever would be the right of an em- 
ploye engaged in a private business to de- 
mand such wages as he desires, to leave the 
employment if he does not get them, and by 
concert of action to agree with others to 
leave upon the same conditions, such rights 
are necessarily subject to limitation when 
employment is accepted in a business charged 
with a public interest. 

Woodrow Wilson, certainly no foe of labor, 
when confronted with a coal strike in 1919, said 
the strike would cause a disastrous fuel famine, 
would shut down many industries and would 
throw thousands out of work. He continued: 

From whatever angle the subject may be 
viewed, it is apparent that such a strike.,. 
would be the most far-reaching plan ever 
presented in this country to limit the facil- . 
ities of production and distribution of a ne- 
cessity of life, and thus indirectly to restrict - 
the production and distribution of all neces- 
sities of life. 

A strike under these circumstances is not 
only unjustifiable, it is unlawful ...I1 can- 
not believe that any right of any American 
workers needs for its protection the taking 
of this extraordinary step, and I am con- 
vinced that when the time and manner are 
considered, it constitutes a fundamental at- 
tack, which is wrong, both morally and legal- 
ly, upon the rights of society and upon the 


welfare of our country. 
. » * 


It’s a long time since Woodrow Wilson made 
that statement—a long time in years and a long 
time in the development of labor-management 
relations. This nation has got to be spared the 
torture, tragedy, crippling effect and economic 
loss caused by. strikes in industries essential to 
our country’s life. 

In the telephone strike, as in other disputes, 
both labor and management have almost literal- 
ly asked for legislation to protect the public. 
Now Congress can delay no longer.

To Industry’s Interest 


Jack I. Straus, president of Macy's, the world’s. 


largest department store, has come forward with 
the kind of doctrine that has to be heeded if 


capitalism is to be saved from dangerous swings 


of the economic cycle. 

“Present prosperity cannot be sustained,” he 
states bluntly, “at present price levels.” Pur- 
chasing power, production and employment will 
fall unless business and industry lower their 
profit margins and price levels. | 

Ig there latitude for business and industry to 
cut prices? Federal statistics say Yes. Corpora- 
tion profits for 1946 reached 12 billion dollars— 
after taxes—against $4,900,000,000 for 1939. The 
most spectacular profits were made in the last 
quarter of 1946; if that same rate is sustained 
throughout 1947, profits this year will be more 
than three times the 1939 figure. 

The National Association of Manufacturers, 
like Mr, Straus, realizes the implications of 
such a profit rate. Long continued, it drains 
away purchasing power and paves the way for 
depression. Earl Bunting, president of N.A.M., 


has called on industry to refuse to take “more 
than a fair and adequate profit.” 

The Ford Motor Co., the International Harves- 
ter Co. and now Chrysler Motors have set an 
jexample by reducing prices. The rest of indus- 
try, in its own best interest, should follow suit.

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The Time Is a. 


Senator Fulbright of Arkansas, in an eloquent 
article in the Post-Dispatch yesterday, called on 
America to look ‘beyond patchwork accommoda- 
tions in the international field and strive for a 
solution .which will relieve us of the economic 
and military burdens of a disorganized Europe. 

In the next 15 months the United States. is 
expected to spend seven billion dollars on its in- 
ternational commitments, some $700,000,000 go- 
ing to the support of our defeated enemy, Ger- 
many.. “As a practical people,” Senator Ful- 
bright says, “‘we may well ask ourselves, how do 
we finally work out from under these obliga- 
tions?” Then he answers his own question: 


In the Near East and in Europe a prerequi- 
site to the revival of trade and industry is a 
United States of Europe. ... With the fed- 
eralization of Europe would come freedom of 
commerce, the free movement of persons, a 
common currency and efficient transporta- 
tion. The result would be a rising standard 
of living and a lowering of the political rival- 
ries and economic tensions generating war. 


Senator Fulbright points out that Europe des- 
perately needs, for its rehapilitation, the full 
production of Germany industry. But because 
Europe is not organized in such a way as to pro- 
tect itself from a possible revival of German 
militarism, it is planned to let Germany manu- 
facture less than a third of its prewar produc- 
tion of steel, less than half of its rated capacity 
of fertilizer, and other goods in proportion. 

Senator Fulbright would have Germany broken 
up into the separate states which composed the 
Reich and then organize these with other conti- 
nental countries into a European federation.’ So 
divided, the Germans could not dominate a Eu- 
ropean federation. 

The Senator takes it for granted, of course, that 
European federation would have to be achieved 
over Russian opposition, He thinks it should be 
clear to us by now that Russia does not intend, 
if she can help it, to permit the rehabilitation of 
any European country, except under the aegis of 
the Communist party. It is up to the Western 
powers to see that Europe is rehabilitated, in- 
stead, under democratic auspices. He would have 
the United States extend encouragement for the 
calling of a constitutional convention to unite at 
least Western Europe. 

He admits the great complexity of the problem 
but adds: “The most propitious time to move 


forward is just after society has been disturbed | 


by some great upheaval leaving it in an unstable 
and fluid state.” 

The Western powers would do well to commit 
this statement to memory. The men in the Krem- 
lin know it and it is their guiding principle at 
the moment. If the Western powers forget it, 
they do so at their peril.

Miss Jean Arthur, the film star, who is en- 
rolled as a student at Stephens College, undoubt- 
edly has her reasons. Whatever they are, they 
are bound to play hob with ancient and accepted 
ideas of why a person should go to college. 

She can’t be going because only college stu- 
dents make a financial success. With a high 
school diploma, Miss Arthur has already achieved 
a financial success far beyond the best-educated 
dreams of most M.A.s, B.A.s or even Ph.D.s. She 
can’t be going because she ‘has just graduated 
from high school and the only decorous thing at 
her age is to go on to college. She graduated 
from high school some little while back, and is 
at that delightful age when decorum permits her 
a wider latitude of activities. 

No, at a hopeful guess it would seem that Miss 
Arthur is going to college because she feels that 
the instruction she can receive there will enable 
her to live a fuller and happier life. How fine 
it would be if that fact were as plain at 17 as 
it is past 30! It is part of the pathos of being very 
young that it is not. Miss Arthur may be willing 
to join in paraphrasing what was once said about 
youth—that education is such a wonderful thing, 
it’s a pity it has to be wasted on children.

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Sound Proposals for Mine Safety 


Notwithstanding Gov. Green’s failure to men- 
tion either civil service for Illinois mine inspec- 
tors or outlawry of political shakedowns, intro- 
duction’ of bills at Springfield to achieve these 
urgent ends is now assured. 

Representative Paul Powell of Vienna, House 
Democratic leader, has told the Post-Dispatch 
that he is drafting a bill to make it a penal of- 
fense for any state employe having supervision 
over industries or exercising any kind of police 
power to solicit contributions, A companion bill 
to take the State Department of Mines out of 
politics is also to be drawn. 

It is unfortunate that Gov. Green and his Re- 
publican leaders in the Legislature failed to take 
the lead in this obvious need. This made it nec- 
essary for the Democrats to act. The rank and file 
of Representatives and Senators at Springfield 
surely will not permit the issue of mine safety 
to become embroiled in party politics. They cer- 
tainly place a higher value on the sacrifice of 
111 lives than that! 

Both these proposals deserve careful execu- 
tion, Illinois is one of two states without a cor- 
rupt practices law. The bill to outlaw the shake- 
down or lug should be broadly drawn, It should 
protect all state employes from all political soli- 
citation. The divorcement of the State Mines 
Department from politics should be a model for 
similar divorcement of other code departments. 

As for the announcement of the minority mem- 
bers of the legislative investigating committee 
that they will insist that Gov. Green be sub- 
penaed, the Governor should go voluntarily be- 
fore the committee and permit it to ask him any 
questions it desires. He told the state investiga- 
tors to “pull no punches,” In the matter of his 
own relations with Robert M. Medill, politics in 
the Mines Department, the shakedown and the 
now historic letter of the miners asking the Gov- 
ernor to “please save our lives,” it should be un- 
necessary for the investigators even to reach 
for him. 

Gov. Green should be one of the first wit- 
nesses at the Springfield hearing and he should 
be there without being brought in by subpena.

One year previously, the men who worked 
in the mines figuratively got down on their 
knees and humbly implored these responsi- 
ble public officials to correct the danger- 
ous conditions they knew sooner or later 
would snuff out their lives.

Well, there was a political campaign go- 
ing on. State mine inspectors were ordered 
to put the bite on the coal operators for 
campaign funds for the Republican party 


in Chicago, and Gov. Green allegedly set 
that quota at $25,000. Naturally, these 
callous political hacks, with a tin cup in 
one hand and a blackjack in the other, did

That joker also was the result of meph- 
itic politics, because the coal operators 
put pressure on business-first Congressmen 
thus to emasculate an otherwise good law.

Well, 111 men died like rats in a fiery 
furnace because of this criminal neglect. 
All of those concerned, from the Congress- 
men who voted to pull the teeth out of the 
federal mine inspection law, to the Repub- 
lican Illinois politicians and the mine op- 
erators can Pilate-like wash their hands 
for the next million years and never erase 
a drop of the blood guilt they bear be- 
cause of their neglect. 


That part of public opinion which still 
has conscience should see to it that we do 
not have a recurrence of such preventable 
disasters, The people should demand that 
everyone who by their sins of omission, 
contributed to this massacre, including the 
political charlatans, be properly punished.

Thirteen a Month for Relief 


From the Kansas City Star 


The unemployable people on Missouri's 
direct relief rolls have a chance to regain 
aid at the rate of about $13 a month per 
person. 

The Se..ate Appropriations Committee in- 
creased the House relief appropriation by 
50 per cent, from $3,000,000 up to $4,500,000. 
Of course this is only a recommendation. It 
will have to stand a vote in the Senate and 
then go back to the House. 

In times like this an average of even 
$13 a month per person is pitifully small. 
After the poorest kind of food, little is left 
for rent, heat and medicine. The inmates 
of the state penitentiary are better fed and 
better housed than the helpless people on 
relief, With last year’s appropriations run- 
ning out, the present average is a little 
more than $10.50. 


We believe this House opposition to di- 
rect relief would die down if the leaders 
would make a careful investigation, _Be- 
cause of some abuses that they -have en- 
countered or heard about, they honestly be- 
lieve direct relief is a political racket. 

Many outstate counties have a larger 


percentage of their population on direct 


relief than Jackson County. Yet the House 
leaders think of relief as strictly a big city 
problem. The percentage of relief cases is 
so small everywhere that they don’t make 
much impression in a rural county. But 
the lives of even a few thousand Missou- 
rians are too important for legislators to 
act on snap judgment. 

The Senate committee recommendation is 
about the smallest that anyone can try to 
justify. 


Between Book Ends 


Mass-Production Game 


MRS. MIKE, by Benedict and Nancy Freedman. 

(Coward-McCann, New York.) 

This volume is the story of Katherine 
Mary O’Fallon, a Boston Irish girl who, 
sent to Canada some 40 years ago for her 
health, married Sgt. Mike Flannigan of the 
Northwest Mounted Police. The book tells 
of her life in the wilderness to which her 
husband’s work took him, and a good deal 
incidentally of the Indians and trappers of 
the great Northwest. It is entertaining and 
modestly informative; that and no more, 
but that gets it to the best-seller lists. 

Its production is an interesting case-his- 
tory of the way in which books meant for 
mass marketing are often produced, The 
heroine herself wrote many manuscripts 
on her experiences, but, as the publisher 
puts it, the literary agent found them un- 
salable. He put them and their author in 
the hands of two young writers. The result 
was what he required—an eminently salable 
manuscript, a best-seller, a book-club choice, 
a device for mass entertainment, and some 
quite acceptable profits. 

* * * 


There is of course nothing wrong with 
entertainment, especially when it is win- 
some and wholesome and amusing, as this 
book frequently is, But it isn’t literature, 
it has no fundamental insight, and this re- 
viewer feels a little sorry for the purchar 
ers and book-club subscribers who may 
suppose that it is. 

It’s frightening, too, to think that we 
may be entering an era in which books 
are produced as if they were radioscripts, 
by teams of writers clever at tugging the 
heartstrings of the multitude. What, in 
such a system, will happen to the con- 
scientious writer, striving for new insight 
and significant expression? 

Every time a slick writing team like the 
Freedmans puts one over, the question 
needs to be discussed, There is no reason 
to be complacent about this new and ap- 
palling aspect of mass American culture. 
The question, simply put, is, are we to have 
an American literature? Certainly we won't 
get it from the writing teams.

This is a story of fear. Racial hatreds, 
class warfare, extreme nationalism, misin- 
formation, imperialism, and religious con- 
flict all play their part in creating this fear.

Mr. Vandenberg has gone the 
limit in seeing to it that the sin- 
ecerity of the propesal cannot be 
questioned. He has not merely re- 
mounced the American veto. He 
has also renounced a British veto 
on our behalf. Under a “procedural 
vote,” a majority in the Security 
Council would prevail even if Great 
Britain and the United States were 
opposed. 

This is the right thing to do in 
view of our deep commitments to 
the United Nations. It is also the 
most expedient thing to do. For if 
ever the day comes when a ma- 
jority of the United Nations are 
against us in Greece and Turkey, 
our position will be untenable. 

It will mean that the enterprise 
has failed to do the very thing 
which the President said it was 
designed to accomplish—to rally 
and unite the democratic, or at 
least the independent nations, op- 
posed to the expansion of the 
Communist power. 

As a matter of fact we shall cer- 
tainly have the support at the out- 
set of much more than a majority. 
We are much more likely to hold 
that majority if, as the Vanden- 
berg amendment would make nec- 
essary, the United Nations have 
continually to face the fact that 
they must share the moral respon- 
sibility because they have the 
power to criticize, to hold us ac- 
countable and, if they choose, to 
vote that we should withdraw. 


Statesmanlike Way. 


: The Vandenberg amendment is, 
_ therefore, a statesmanlike way of 
strengthening our position, not 
only morally after all we have 
said about the United Nations, 
after all we have said against So- 
viet unilateralism, but also polit- 
ically in making a success of this 
exceedingly difficult enterprise.

Lesson of China. 


The reports say that the prom- 
ise of unqualified American sup- 
port has been followed by a wave 
of reactionary terrorism, of arbi- 
trary arrests and deportations, 
which are indistinguishable from 
the worst practices which we are 
deploring and opposifg. 

This was to be expected after 
the hot unqualified generalities 
with which we accompanied our 
proposal to intervene, What is 
surprising is that the State De- 
partment should have thrown 
away its bargaining power with 
the Greek Government, should 
have lacked the prudence and 
foresight to make its assistance 
conditional, should’ have given a 
corrupt and reactionary and ob- 


viously. unrepresentative govern- 
ment a certified blank check. 

It is surprising because one of 
the most important lessons Gen. 
Marshall brought back with him 
from China was that this is a mis- 
take, In his report on China he 
said that “the reactionaries in the 
Government have evidently count- 
ed on substantial American sup- 
port regardless of their actions.” 
As a result, he was unable to in- 
fluence the actions of the re- 
actionaries, 


To Repair Damage. 


The same result will follow, has 
already followed, in Greece. The 
Vandenberg amendment ‘does in 
some measure repair the mistake. 
For by stating that aid to Greece 
may be withdrawn under certain 
conditions, the promise is no 
longer unqualified, 

The amendment: provides that 
aid may be withdrawn not only if 
requested by the United Nations, 
or by a legitimate Greek Govern- 
ment, but also “if the President 
finds that the purposes of the act 
have been substantially accomp- 
lished or are incapable of satisfac- 
tory accomplishment.” 

This restores American bargain- 
ing power and influence with the 
Greek Government—what should 
never have been relinquished.

T has become an unfortunate 


The President's loyalty test or- 
Ger springs from a crisis of de- 
mocracies which has existed ever 
since Fascism demonstrated to 
strategists of the radical right and 
left the technique of over-throw- 
ing libertarian states with the in- 
etrument of civil liberties. 


The rule-of-thumb way to meet 
such a problem, sparing its ad- 
vocates brain exercise or soul 
searching, is to restrict civil 
liberties, establish probe agencies 
and ban—by decree—specific or- 
ganizations. The average opponent 
of this plan counters by proclaim- 
ing that constitutional liberties 
can jake care of themselves. The 
millions in penal camps through- 
out the world are silent warnings 
against the latter type of reason- 


ing. 
Preventive Action. ~~” 
Obviously, smce what is in- 


volved is a threat to the constitu- 
tional rights of citizens, the way 
to protect them is to strengthen 
those liberties by more effective 
implementations than now exist. 
The starting point is recognition 
that there are no absolute free- 
doms, but that every freedom car- 
ries with it an attendant respon- 
sibility. Constitutional freedoms 
are automatically abrogated by 
those who would use them to de- 
stroy the freedoms of others. 
Legal means should be established 
through which American citizens, 
as groups or individuals, can de- 
fend their constitutional rights 
by preventive action before those 
rights are lost. 

The German-American bund was 
an organization conducting a cam- 
paign against one category of 
American citizens. The example 
of the state whose concepts they 
applauded was evidence that, with 
sufficient power, they would dis- 
franchise and otherwise abuse 
that category of citizens. Now, 
it is not beyond the capacities of 
lawmakers to create a statute un- 
der which such threatened citi- 
zens could take their case before 
a jury and obtain an order com- 
pelling the organization and its 
members to cease and desist, with 
heavy punishments if they were 
later found in contempt of court. 

There is prima facie evidence 
that the aim of the Communist 
party. upon achieving sufficient 
power, is to establish a dictator- 
ship claiming, to act on behalf of 
a certain class. It would liquidate 
other classes, their members, and 
“class enemies” — including all 


habit of our leaders suddenly to 


discover a crisis and rush through an executive order which may 
contribute to the evils it seeks to avert. 


their previous influential oppo- 
nents. 


Freedom for Change. 


X, an industrialist: Y, an anti- 
Communist journalist; Z, a labor 
leader fighting Communist infil- 
tration in his union, know that if 
Communism should succeed, more 
would happen than the socializa- 
tion of industry. Not only would 
all civil liberties be restricted, but 
X, Y and Z stand to lose even the 
status accorded others, and be con- 
demned to penal camps .or the 
lamppost. 


Is it not preposterous that X, 
Y and Z cannot find a statute un- 
der which to defend themselves 
against their would-be assassins? 

No statute should be directed 
as a ban against a specific or- 
ganization. Today's threat is not 
always yesterday's or tomorrow's. 
A. statute should also be designed 
not to prejudice movements on the 
ground that they advocate even 
radical social change. The con- 
stitution does not guarantee any 
particular socio-economic system 
in America. 


Bar to Conspiracy. ° 


What it does guarantee, through 
all changes, is the equal protec- 
tion of each citizen against en- 
croachments upon his established 
freedoms and his equal right to 
share the protections of the state 
with all. Any movement, of what- 
ever natufe,; that includes in its 
aims the abolition or unequal *re- 
striction of those rights, is a men- 
ace not only to the state but also 
to the people. Every American 
ought to be legally armed to pro- 
tect his constitutional rights 
against conspiracies to destroy 
them. 


Such a statute and means of 
protection would strengthen, not 
weaken, civil liberties. There 
would be nothing arbitrary or dis- 
criminatory about sich a statute, 
except against those who logically 
and morally choose to put them- 
selves beyond its protection.

WAGNER LABOR ACT HELD

WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court ruled today 
that the National Labor Relations 
Act (Wagner Act) supersedes 
similar state acts. 

The New York State Labor Re- 
lations Boara had contended it 
had authority to require two steel 
corporations to -recognize fore- 
men’s unions. The corporations 
had -replied that, since they were

SHOW POWER IN 
JAP FLECTIONS 


Easy Victory for Gover- 
norship in Tokyo 
Viewed as Vote Back- 
ing MacArthur.

TOKYO, April 7 (AP)—A strong 
vote of confidence for Gen. Doug- 


las MacArthur and a distinct rep- 
rimand to left-wing labor leaders 
appeared evident today in the un- 
expectedly convincing ConServa- 
tive victory for governorship of 
Tokyo prefecture, 

Still-incomplete returns from 
Saturday’s election gave the con- 
servative incumbent a margin of 
more than 88,000 votes over his 
Socialist rival in what had been 
expected to be a tight race. In 
1946, Left and Right were separ- 
ated by only 5000 votes. 

In effect, the Japanese ap- 
peared to be indorsing Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur’s action in halting 
the proposed general strike which 
left-wing labor groups had sched- 
uled for February—partly as a 
test of strength with the Allied 
commander himself, 

Throughout Japan, voters 
snubbed the Communists, encour- 
aged the Socialists and obediently 
supported strong local conserva- 
tive political machines, 

The Socialists picked up 2,000,- 
000 new votes to register 24 per 
cent of ballots cast in the gov- 
ernorship races. 

Two conservative Government 
parties—the Liberals and Demo- 
crats—elected five governors be-

ment. Mr, Byrnes (former United 
States Secretary of State) pointed 
out that the American armed 
forces were staying in northern 
China at the request of the Chi- 
nese government and referred to 
the fact that the United States 
bore chief responsibility for im- 
plementation of the terms of sur- 
render and respect of disarma- 
ment and withdrawal of Japanese 
troops. 

““He declared that the Amer- 
ican armed forces would be re- 
moved as soon as these obligations 
were fulfilled or when the Chinese 
government was able to — 
these obligations without the help 
of the American armed forces. 
There is full accord between the 
two ministers of foreign affairs 
as to the desirability of the with- 
drawal of the Soviet and Amer- 
ican armed forces from China at 
the earliest possible date compat- 
ible with fulfillment of their obli- 
gations and with their responsi- 
bilities.’ 

“Thus both the Soviet Union 
and the .United States of America 
undertook obligations in respect 
of ‘the withdrawal of Soviet and 
American armed forces from 
China at the earliest possible date 
compatible with their responsibili- 
ties.’ The Soviet Government at- 
tached and continues to attach 
important significance to precise 
fulfillment of these obligations, 

“On its part, the Soviet Gov- 
ernment fulfilled on time its com- 


mitment to withdraw the Soviet ° 


troops from China, The evacua- 
tion of the Soviet troops from 
Manchuria was completed on May 
31, 1946. | 

“Approximately a year has 
passed since then, and not only

One of the three strikes, involv- 
ing 30 employes of a laundry, was 
settled in four and a half days of 
mediation and conciliation by Je- 
rome Gross, L.M.C, executive sec- 
retary. The other two, of a na- 
tional nature and so untouchable

The Haas-Jordan dispute in- 
volved the date of a new contract. 
Dr. F. Bringle McIntosh, Toledo 
district superintendent of Metho- 
dist Churches, and L.M.C. public 
member, who arbitrated the case, 
found in favor of the union: that 
the new contract should be dated 


Sept. 28, the date the previous 
working agreement expired, and 
that the firm’s 100 workers should 
receive a previously negotiated 
wage increase of 7% cents an 
hour, retroactive to that date. The 
company had requested that the 
new contract be dated from Nov. 
29, - date agreement was reached 
on it.

A strike of 175 employees of the 
Chase Bag Co., which had been 
voted in February, was averted 
last month by the L.M.C. when a 
three-member panel succeeded in 
getting the company and repre- 
sentatives of Local 377, CIO Tex-. 
tile Workers Union, together on 
wages. 

The union had demanded an 
across-the-board wage increase of 
15 cents an heur, The final set- 
tlement, reached after two pane] 
hearings, was seven oents. Serv- 
ing on the panel were Msgr. 
Michael J. Doyle, representing the 
public; Franz Berlacher, president 
of the AFL Milk Drivers Union, 
representing labor, and A. G. 
Spieker, contractor, representing 
management. 

Two disputes were settled by 
L.M.C. arbitration during March.

Left-Over Lamb- 


Man in the Kitchen 


Americans might suppose, but 

lamb is the most widely eaten 
meat in. the world. It is also the 
most adaptable, since there are 
literally thousands of tasty and at- 
tractive ways in which it can be 
prepared. 

Throughout many sections of 
the Near and Far East, lamb is 
the only meat eaten, since the 
cow is sacred to all Hindus, and 
pork is forbidden to Hindus, Mo- 
hammedans and several other peo- 
ples. But Eastern cooks have de- 
vised so Many varied and delicious 
methods of preparing this meat 
that it seldom becomes monoto- 
nous. 

Europe, too relies largely on 
lamb or mutton as the meat 
course, although beef and pork are 
also eaten in every covwntry. Of 
all the European recipes for lamb, 
my favorite is Lamb Hash Cafe 
de Paris, made of leftover cooked 
lamb. Next time the little woman 
buys a lamb roast, ask her to get 
enough so there will be some left 
for hash. This may not even be 
necessary, for if she cooks roast 
lamb as badly as most women do, 
there will be plenty left over.

National Folk Festival, Born Here in 
1934, Will Return May 21 After 
13-Year Absence—Singers, Dancers 
From 25 States to Take Active Part

HE National Folk Festival 
which was born in St. Louis in 
1934 still lives and 


place because the woman who 
mothered it had faith in it and 
nourished it in its wanderings. 
Sarah Gertrude Knott is bringing 
it back, proud of its growth and 
confident of its future, happy over 
its homecoming. 


Out of Kentucky came Sarah 
Gertrude Knott, out of a little 
town called Kevil where the old 
folks gave voice to folksongs and 
the children, listening, leatned 
something of their heritage with- 
out giving it such a name, for it 
nas ever been that the richest 
gifts are nameless. To the child 
called Sarah Gertrude it came. 
She cherished it and it grew up 
with her and when she needed it 
there it was. It was her gift to 
the National Folk Festival. That, 
at least, is the way it seems to 
those who saw the Festival come 
into being and have watched it 
grow, for it takes a gift to bring 
a thing like that to pass. 


When the first festival was held 
at the dedication of the Municipal 
Auditorium in 1934 nothing like it 
had been done before and there 
was no certainty that anything 
like it would be done again.» Many 
who viewed it as a large-scale 
and unusual entertainment did 
not expect to see it again, for it 
is the fate of such enterprises, 
because of the efforts that they 
entail, to consume themselves and 
pass away. It was, however, in 
the heart and thought of Miss 
Knott, and in the hearts and 
thoughts of some who shared her 
vision, that it should live and 
grow. That was the greater and 
more enduring: gift that she 
brought to it. Its survival and 
its homecoming in the month of 
May are the proofs of that. 

It was, in the first place, a sense 
of drama that came ‘to the child 
from the folksongs that she heard 
at the fireside and at the com- 
munity gatherings, for there were 
tcinnghan and heartbreaks inthe 

, 28 &@ growin irl, she 
liked to dramatize inane. ert was 
something more than chance that 
she studied dramatic art and in 
g00d time taught it for a while 
at a small North Carolina Col- 
lege, Always, though, she felt 
that drama was best expressed by 
people working together. That 
feeling was deepened when, for 
two years, she worked with the 
Carolina Dramatic Association, 
directing groups of players, 120 
in all, all over the state. From 
that experience she came to see 
the people’s need of dramatic re- 
creation. 

When Miss Knott came out of 
North Carolina for a year’s study 
at Washington University in 1930

to earn her degree, she saw in St. 
Louis the same need for com- 
munity dramatic groups. that 
there had been in the smaller 
communities of North Carolina.

and out of them grew a Theater 
of Nations, with the production 
by “new” Americans of plays in. & 
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their native languages, Incidental- 
ly and naturally these led to the 
introduction of native songs and 
dances. These raised a question 
in Miss Knott’s mind. How did 
it come that songs and dances 
of their native cultures were pre- 
served by the “new” Americans, 
while the songs and dances of the 
“old” Americans were neglected.

Fix It Yourself

HEN people start bulging in 
W the wrong place, cutting out 

that third helping of mashed 
potatoes will do wonders -in time. 
When wallpaper or linoleum 
starts bulging it takes a little 
more work to correct the situa- 
tion but the results come a lot 
faster. 

For bulged wallpaper, take a 
sharp knife or a razor blade and 
make a slice through the center 
of the bulge. If you can make this 
cut somewhere in the design of 
the paper it will be hardly notice- 
able in the finished job. Take a 
small brush and with thin paste 
give the back of the wallpaper a 
thorough coating. Press the pa- 
per back to the wall and you 
should have a fairly neat looking 
job on your hands. 

Taking the bulge out of lino- 
leum is on the same principle as 
used for wallpaper. If the bulge 
is near a seam you can work the 
linoleum cement under from this 
opening. If there is no seam near- 
by you will have to make a slit 
as you did with the wallpaper. If 
you have a good size bulge to take 
care of, it will save you time-to 
get a common syringe and use it 
to inject the cement under the 
linoleum. When the cement has 
been applied, put pressure on the 
linoleum and leave it on until the 
cement is dry.

seum, and others, and it was well 
received, 

Quickly it was decided that 
such a festival, to have full sig- 
nificance, would need to be on 
a national scale, A. national 
committee was formed. The Na- 
tional Folk Festival came into 
being as a plan. One of the first 
questions to be answered was that 
of scope. The answer was that 
it should be distinctively Ameri- 
can in its expression, Featured 
especially would be the heritages 
from Great Britain, including the 
traditions of the American In- 
dian, with recognition of the 
Spanish and Mexican cultures of 
the Southwest and French and 
German groups, and there would 
be, in addition to the folk songs 
of the Ozarks, the contributions 
of the Negro, lumberjack, sailor, 
miner and cowboy. 

In preparation for the partici- 
pation of the Ozarkians, who 


would strike the keynote of the 


festival, 18 community festivals 
were held in the Ozarks under 
the direction of May Kennedy 


McCord and others, at which se- 
lections were made. From more 
distant sections in 14 states came 
the other groups, all at their own 
expense or under locality sponsor- 
ships. 

There was much quaking of 
hearts during the days just pre- 
ceding the festival, and Miss 
Knott, with the best reason, was 
more fearful than the rest. It 
was a new thing, this folk festi- 
val that she had dreamed into 
being. It was an experiment. 
Would it succeed or fail? Would 
the people come to it? Would 
they call it an entertainment and 
judge it by entertainment stan- 
dards, or would they see the sig- 
nificance of it? 
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O the first National Folk Fes- 
Seva was held and there were 

answers of sorts to fit the ques- 
tions, except perhaps the last. 
The people came, They were en- 
tertained and some of them saw 
the significance of it. It was a 
success, even though it had not 
paid expenses. The first might 
have been the last if it had not 
been for Miss Knott. Her faith 
was still strong. She carried on. 

There had been a_ half-formed 
hope that St. Louis would be the 
permanent home of the National 
Folk Festival, but for various 
reasons the hope was not then 
fulfilled. It might be some day. 
, To Chattanooga, Dallas, Chica- 
go and Washington the Festival 
went by invitation of those cities, 
changing and growing as it went, 
growing especially in significance, 
for that was the way Miss Knott 
wanted it to grow. In Washington 
its welcome was so warm that for 
five years its home was there with 
a repeat one year at Madison 
Square Garden, New York, and 
it might have stayed’ on in the 
capital if there had been no war. 
Displaced thére by the mischance 
of war, it went to Philadelphia 
and remained there two years. A 
third year it had to be suspended 
because of transportation diffi- 
culties affecting the participants.

Was 
it not time for the National Folk 
Festival to return to the city 
where it was born and from 
whence it had gone forth? Was it 
not fitting that St. Louis be given 
an opportunity to see how the 
Festival had grown and what in 


» 13 years it had become? 


It was not difficult for Miss 
Knott to make the decision. It 
was something for which she had 
longed. Out of the longing at last 
came the planning and now the 
word has gone forth that, come 
May 21 and continuing four days, 
the National Folk Festival will be 
held in the opera house of Kiel 
Auditorium, sponsored by the As- 
sociated Retailers of St. Louis. 
From 25 states will come singers 
and dancers to show forth to mod- 
erns what has been preserved of 
the ancient traditions of folk and 
nations. 

It will be a homecoming not 
only for the Festival but for the 
folk of the Ozarks, who mourned 
for the festival when it was taken 
away and will welcome it when it 
returns. As that other time 13 
years ago, there are great prepa- 
rations in the hills. As before, lo- 
cal festivalg wili be held and se- 


lections will be made, James Gam- ~ 


ble of the State Department of 
Resources and Development will 
have general charge of the local 
festivals, with the purpose of see- 
ing to it that they are maintained 
afterward to preserve and spread 
the gospel of goodwill that is ex- 
pected to be proclaimed at the 
National Folk Festival. 

That, as Miss Knott interprets 
it, is the significance, felt rather 
than discerned at first, which 
through the years grow plainer 
and now shines clearly.

North’s free rebid was without 
justification and was instrumental 
in South’s jumping to three no 
trump and redoubling that con- 
tract, Although the last-named 
action was not entirely sound, 
South cannot be blamed for get- 
ting highly aggressive on his hold- 
ing. Perhaps, however, it would 
have been better if he had opened 
the bidding originally, as his hand 
called for. 

West opened the diamond six 
and when East put up the king, 
there was no point in a duck by 
South, Having won with the ace, 
South now led the club six toward 
dummy. (He could not afford to 
take the heart finesse that might 
lose to East, because a diamond 
return through the jack-nine fig- 
ured to be calamitous.) 

West hesitated a moment, but 
put up the club king. He then 
cashed the diamond queen and 
led another round of the suit, 
driving out South’s jack. Now 
South was very much on the spot. 
He could, of course, collect three 
spade tricks and two hearts, 
which, with the two diamonds al- 
ready home, would hold the pen- 
alty to two tricks, but he was not 
quite willing to pay 1000 points 
and figured that he might as well 
go “all out.” He led the heart nine 
and put in dummy’s ten! 

East, in with the heart queen, 
reacted precisely as South had 
hoped, Remembering South’s club 
bid, East returned a spade, con- 
fident that his partner had the 
ace. Thereupon, South could easily 
run four hearts and three spades, 
to fulfill the redoubled contract. 

It must be admitted that East’s 
analysis was not very keen!

APPEAL FOR GRUNER, 
DOOMED 10 DIE, FAILS 


Palestine Chief Justice Re- 
jects Plea by Mayor of 
Tel Aviv. 


JERUSALEM, April 7 (UP)— 
Chief Justice Sir William Fitzger- 
ald of the Palestine High Court 
today rejected an effort by the 
Mayor of Tel Aviv to prevent exe- 
cution of Dov Gruner, under death 
sentence for Jewish underground 


activity. 

Fitzgerald ruled against Mayor 
Israel Rokah’s application for an 
appeal on the ground that Rokah 
had no direct interest in the ver- 
dict against Gruner but was only 
“aggrieved with the rest of the 
community.” An appeal by Gru- 
ner’s uncle, Frank Gruner, an 
American, to the Privy Council in 
London was rejected last month. 


Gruner, a 33-year-old Hungarian 
Jew and veteran of the British 
Army, has refused to take any ac- 
tion in his own case, He was con- 
demned to death Jan. 1 for partici- 
pating in an Irgun Zvai Leumi 
raid on a police station last May 
in which two policemen were 
killed. No date for his execution 
has been set. There was specula- 
tion that Gruner might go toé the 
gallows tomorrow, Tuesday being 
the traditional day for executions 
throughout the British-controlled 
prison system. Irgun: Zvai Leumi 
has threatened “immediate and 
violent” retaliation if he is 
hanged. 

Fitzgerald upheld the right of 
the Palestine government to bring 
members of both the Jewish and 
Arab communities to trial before 
military courts. The petition had 
challenged the death sentence on 
the grounds that the use of mili- 
tary courts to try civil offenders 
was in violation of the Palestine 
mandate terms guaranteeing civil 
and religious rights.

HE practice of wrapping na- 
T om eheese in a cloth dipped 

in vinegar will prevent the 
growth of mold on the cheese, but 
it also affects the fine flavor and 
aroma of the cheese. 

Processed cheeses which is sold 
fm boxes and giass containers do 
not change in quality at higher 
temperatures as readily as the 
natural cheese because the cheese 
has been pasturized and . also 
emulsified. While storing at a tem- 
perature around 80 degrees F. will 
not cause aging or a separation of 
the butter fat, it has a higher 
moisture content than natural 
cheese and molds more readliy, 
and for this reason, it should also 
be kept wrapped or covered and 
stored in the refrigerator.

But to George Marshall the 
American citizen who talks about 
internationalism without support- 
ing first a strong America—what- 
ever the sincerity of that man — 
is a dangerous foe of freedom. 
Marshall never forgot the military 
debacle that followed World War 
I. He once said, “I saw the great 
army destroyed.” Then two de- 
cades later he was called to ree 
trieve adequate preparedness from 
that inexcusable disaster. In 
something like white anger, Mar- 
shall ar “The present dreadful 
situation, with the colossal debts 
to follow, quite possibly might 
have been avoided by a scientific 
aproach to national defense in ac- 
cordance with the terms laid down 
in the carefully drafted military 
policy of 1920.” 

The way in which we, the Amer- 
ican people, classify all our mili- 
tary leaders as “brass hats” and 
“war mongers” after the shoot- 
ing stops does us no credit. The 
courage, sacrifice, and genius that 
saved us from the dictators will 
now help save us from folly if we 
listen to George C. Marshall.
